leaving the first motion on the table. 

Despite appearing to leave an 
unresolved motion on the table, the 
Committee voted to bus students K - 
12 outside of the mile and a half.

“They will not repty on how they 
determine what is safe.” 

Committee member Clarkin said,

Bond collections 
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Historical exhibit 
gets big turnout

WILMINGTON - On Tuesday 
afternoon, the Wilmington Town Hall 
opened it’s large meeting room for 
the Arthur Bond Historical 
Memorabilia Exhibit. 

Dozens of history buffs and 
curious locals pored over stacks of 
weathered letters and binders 
containing property deeds, maps, 
baptismal records, lists of 
Revolutionary and Civil War soldiers, 
annual town reports, silhouettes, 
children’s drawings, and photographs 
of the area’s early homes and 
gravestones all dating back to the 
18th and 19th-cen- turies. 

This historical find wasconsidered 
lost or destroyed until last January, 
when memorabilia collector and 
history enthusiast Stuart Goldman 
acquired the collection from a 
Massachusetts dealer who had 
originally purchased it from a New 
Hampshire antique store. 

“We thought it was lost in history, 
or scattered around to the four corners 
of the earth. Stuart discovered one 
box, then the others, and realized it 
was all pertained to Wilmington,” 
said Chairwoman of the Wilmington 
Historical Commission Carolyn 
Harris. “We were just amazed that 


this collection was in existence and 
still together.” 

Goldman, a Canton resident, said. 
he has been avidly collecting 
historical records and letters forabout 
twenty years now. 

“So many people know that I like 
old papers and documents, that the 
stuff kind of funnels to me,” said 
Goldman. 

The collection was compiled in 


the latter half of the 19th-century by 
Arthur Thomas Bond, who was born 
in Wilmington in 1852. Bond's 
influential family owned and operated 
the Boston Wheat and Bread Co., 
while he ran an advertising firm in 


downtown Boston until his death in 
1936. 

In 1904, Bond stood before the 
Board of Selectmen to request the 
sum of $1,500 for him to write a 300- 
page history of Wilmington, 


One year later, the board decided 
not to allocate the funds for Bond's 
history, making him angry enough to 
pack up his impressive collection and 
leave his home- town forever. 


93 years later, the treasure-trove 
of documents and photos is being 
offered to the town again. Goldman 
has assessed the value of the Bond 
collection at $15,000.

Nursing school classes closed

TEWKSBURY - After over 
seventy-five years of instruction, the 
Tewksbury Hospital School of 
Practical Nursing graduated its last 
class this spring. Tewksbury Hospital 
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and Northern Essex Community 
College have come to an agreement 
tojoin forces. About 20 students who 
have applied to the Tewksbury 
Hospital School program scheduled 
to begin this fall, will instead have the 
Opportunity to transition to the LPN 


Program at NECC. 

“The school was [originally] what 
we call a step on the career ladder,” 
said Raymond Sanzone. “It was 
founded for people who worked at

Much more than fighting fires

WILMINGTON - If you've never 
felt safe in Wilmington, this article is 
likely to change your mind, espe- 
cially regarding the local fire depart- 
ment. 

The brick edifice located on 30 
Church Street off of Route 38, con- 
tains ultra-modern equipment from 
the standard uniforms of air tanks, 
gas masks, hard hats, fire-proof jack- 
ets and boots, to the life-saving me- 
chanical devices composed of two 
pumpers, an ambulance from central 
headquarters, a motor vehicle rescue 
truck, and a ladder truck. There are 
also six helicopter landing zones 
throughout the town; and because of 
Wilmington's industrial component 
of chemical companies, the fire de- 
partment is also heavily involved in 
the Fire District 6Hazardous Materi- 
als Response program. 

ead by Fire Chief G. Daniel 
Stewart, the department consists of 


four administrators, two dispatchers, 
and thirty-two firefighters, all of 
which are male with the exception of 
42-year-old Linda Giles who joined 
the staff in May of 1985. But no 
matter what the gender, all staff mem- 
bers have been trained as an Emer- 
gency Medical Technician and in 
semi-automatic defibrillation and 
Epi-pen administration; and not one 
ounce of training was wasted as they 
recorded almost 2,500 calls, (1,428 
being Emergency Medical Service 
calls) last year alone. 

"Like most fire departments, we 


have been so successful at encourag- , 


ing good fire prevention, that we have 
almost put ourselves out of the 
firefighting business,” Deputy Chief 
Walter Sowyrda stated, “our person- 
nel, from the chief on down, are all 
EMTs and we take our training very 
seriously.” On a weekly basis, the 
staff member's shifts are made up of 
two, ten hour days from 8 a.m. to 6 


p.m. and two, fourteen hour nights 
from 6 p.m. to 8 a.m. “The town says 
we work forty-two hours a week,” 
Lieutenant Paul Welch said, “but if 
you ask us, it’s definitely forty-eight 
hours." 

Wilmington’s fire departmentalso 
works side by side with Boston 
MedFlight in cases of severe injuries 
victims are transported to the proper 
facilities in a short time. “Our 
firefighters have been very happy 
with the service provided by Boston 
MedFlight,” Chief Stewart replied, 
"and now that a helicopter is flying 
out of Hanscom Field, we can call 
them and can practically hear them 
immediately.” 

To top it all off, earlier this year, 
Wilmington residents voted to con- 
struct a’ facility to house their fire 
department as well as the police de- 
partment. The project is expected to 
cost six million dollars and should be 
completed by August of 1999.

the hospital who wanted to increase 
their professional status as much as 
they could. It was for people who 
wanted to get to the next certified 
level.” The School of Nursing was 
established in 1921 in an effort to 
provide more. nursing staff for the 
hospital. When the school started, 
tuition was established at $1000 per 
year with the option of working for 
two years at the hospital and receiving 
a full refund of that tuition. It wasn’t 
a cost-effective program but it was 
designed to be an in-service program 
forthe workers, not unlike the tuition 
reimbursement programs some 
businesses have today. 

“The students eventually started 
to come from all over for this 
opportunity and so the program lost 
what we called its career ladder or its 
step promotional thing on the inside,” 


Sanzone said., The tuition, set by the 
Director of Health and Human 
Services, began to rise as well, by 
about $700 per year. “When the 
tuition started to rise, the number of 
applicants dropped off,” Sanzone 
added. 
The escalating costs of education, 
al treatment changes, and 
changes’in educational requirements 
prompted the School of Nursing to 
reevaluate its program. “About four 
years ago, the whole thing got moving 
when we met with Senator Pat 
McGovern along with a lot of other 
educational institutions,” Sanzone 
said. “From those discussions came 
an interest of Northern Essex 
Community College, whichcurrently 
has a school of licensed practical 
nursing in a degree course,” Sanzone 
said. NECC’s program is a one year 
certificate program where the student 
can use the cumulated credits to 
further their degree. “We crafted an 
arrangement between our institution 
and their institution to have the 
students who have applied to the 
Tewksbury School of Licensed 
Practical Nursing have an opportunity 


me 


to be directly enrolled in Northern 
Essex Community College's program 
forthis current year,” Sanzone added. 

NECC agreed to transfer students 
who enrolled at the Hospital, 
providing they met NECC 
requirements, which they do. “About 
14 have accepted,” Sanzone said. He 
believes that the change is in the best 
interest of the students. “One; every 
class they take at Northern Essex is a 
college credit that they can use for 
their degree advancement. Two; 
because Northern Essex is an 
institution of higher learning, or an 
institution that’s been approved under 
federal statutes for loans, they can get 
college loans. They can get grants 
andaids which they couldn't get here. 
Even though the tuition is different, 
$3200 for our school this year 
[compared to] $42-4400 for NECC, 
they can at least get an opportunity to 
borrow money or receive a grant.” 

Tewksbury Hospital will continue 
toprovide clinical services for nursing 
studentsas ithas in the past. “Students 
who have finished their academic 
portion would come into the 
institution and get a sense of the 
clinical basis,” Sanzone said. The 
University of Lowell, Regis College, 
Northern Essex, Shawsheen Valley 
Adult, and Shawsheen Valley 
Technical are only a few of the local 
schools and colleges that currently 
use the Hospital’s setting to provide 
their nursing students with most of 
theirclinical work. “Wecan’tprovide 
all of the clinical even for our own 
school here because we don’t have 
pediatrics, maternity and some 
surgery. Even our students would go 
to other hospitals to get that 
experience, or just to get that 
requirement so that they can take the 
exams,” Sanzone said. 

“The second thing we've crafted 
with Northern Essex is to develop 
college credit courses on thiscampus, 
where not only people who are 
employées but people who are in the 
community can come to them,” 
Sanzone said. Salem State College 


and Merrimac Valley Collaborative 
currently have one or two classes at 
the campus. 

Paul Bevilacqua, Ed.d . Assistant 
Dean for Human Services and Health 
Professions at Northern Essex, who; 
oversaw the agreement and 
coordinated the admission process 
for the students had his staff move 
into high gear to complete all of the 
admissions in a swift manner. "We 
went out of our way to make this 
happen, we did everything we could 
to help the students get in. I talked to 
one student from home at | 1:00 P.M. 
one night." He said. 

One student who had planned on 
entering the school this Fall, and didn't 
want to be identified, expressed 
disappointment over the timing and 
handling of the transfer. “It wasn't 
handled well-at all, it's been very 
hectic, I had to cut my hours at work 
in order to be able to take the required 
psychology course. I didn't know 
that some of the Hospital courses 
were not transferable, and we didn't 
find out until the Ist of July, and had 
to scramble to meet the requirements 
at Northern Essex. It is very 
inconvenient" The student said. 

State representative, Jim Miceli, 
who his been instrumental in 
providing the funding to keep the 
school open expressed 
disappointment in the closing. “I 
don't like seeing this, but they felt 
that it was better this way" Said 
Miceli. 

“There are about 7 on the staff of 
the school of nursing and they will be 
absorbed into the hospital. Their jobs 
may be different but their essential 
job will still be there. They will all 
have places within the Hospital,” said 
Roberta Lesperance, Acting 
Associate Executive Director of 
Patient Care Services. Sanzone said 
that “The way we look at it, we're 
losing the school but we're going to 


~ gain the opportunity to have even 


more students come through here and 
clinically matriculate.”

Serving his country as a helicop- 
ter crewman in the 227 Battalion Ist 
Air Cavalry, Parent participated in 
over 800 combat missions which 
earned him numerous awards includ- 
ing the Distinguished Flying Cross, 
the Air Medal with 31 Oak Leaf Clus- 
ters, the Bronze Star, and the Purple 
Heart, making him one of the most 
decorated servicemen in 
Wilmington's history. Through it all, 
Parent still found time to contact his 
loved ones as he called up his mother 
from Sidney, Australia to wish her a 
Happy Mother's Day forthe last time. 

On Sunday, July 21, 1968, Parent's 
name was added to the list of fallen 
troops when: his helicopter was shot 
down by enemy ground fire. Three 
days later, the town of Wilmington 
was hit with the shock that their 20- 
year-old native was forever gone. 

Monuments for Wilmington's Viet 
Nam casualties have been erected, 
near their homes. Each is cut from the 
same stone as the Viet Nam Memo- 
rial in Washington DC. and native 
granite from the old quarry on Salem 
St. in Wilmington. On a small park 
near the plaza on Main St. is Richard 
Welch's monument. He was killed 
Sept. 13, 1968. Jackie Fullerton was 


killed on January 21, 1968, Hismonu- | 
mentis ina park adjacent tothe Town 
Beach at Silver Lake.

As Parent's anniversary | 
passes, three decades later, let's not | 
restrictourselves toremembering him | 
merely on July 21stor Veteran's Day | 
in November. Rather, let us remem- | 
ber him whenever we see our flag, or | 
hear our national anthem, and even 
when we see youngsters swimming | 
in Silver Lake. 

Human life is terribly fragile, and 
you never know, those same young- | 
sters could be drafted to fight in a 
future war, just like Bobby Parent.

1 
toured the three levels and then I 
went to the Baseball Library and 
this I really want to share with 
you. For those who don’t know 
what the Library is (I was the 
only person on the trip to visit it), 
I will explain it. The Library is 
open 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. (1 thought it 
was open ‘til 9 p.m. like the Hall, 
but I was wrong. I got there at 
4:40). You can ask for any player 
who has ever played professional 
baseball and you get a folder on 
that player of all there newspaper 
clippings, photos and/or ather 
interesting things. 

I asked for five folders, but it 
was very difficult to go through 
them all in twenty minutes, I’m a 
huge phanatic of Joe Jackson, 
Buck Weaver and the rest of the 
1919 Black Sox scandal so I asked 
for those of Jackson and Weaver. 
I also asked for Ty Cobb, Rogers 
Hornsby and Rick Sutcliffe (my 
favorite player who I have actu- 
ally seen play). I went through 
many folders, as some of the 
players had multiple ones, very 
quickly and I took out about 15 
clippings (I’ never got to the 
photos) that I wanted to make a 
copy of. Each page is .25 per 
copy. 

I'll share one of those copies 
with you: It’s a letter from Buck 
Weaver -- the third baseman of 
the Black Sox who was thrown out 


of baseball even though he never 
took a penny. He was thrown out 
because he knw his teammates 
were crooked and he never said 
anything -- to Commissioner 
Frick dated 1-9-53 asking for his 
reinstatement into baseball (some 
of it is very hard to decipher, 
while some of it in broken english 
so bear with it. I added all of the 
commas, too). I thought it was 
very interesting and maybe you 
will too: 

“T signed a contract in 1919 for 
three years. I played ball for 
Cominsky [in] 1919 and 1920 until 
the last three games of 1920. 
Then I was suspended for doing 
something wrong which I knew 
nothing about. I played the 1919 
World Series and played a pertect 
series. I also hit around .340. 

“I stood trial and was acquitted.

You know Commissioner, the 
only thing we have left in this 
world is our judge and the 12 
jurors and they found me not 
guilty.

I 
really believe that Weaver and 
Jackson were innocent, not com- 
pletely as they knew what was 
going on, but for Jackson’s sake 
he should be in the Hall of Fame, 
whil¢, he and Weaver should be 
reinstated into baseball. 

Also in Cooperstown, there is 
Doubleday. Field in which there 
might be a game of some sort 
going on and if not there is still 
plenty to do. For instance, you 
can get in the batting cages and 
face a machine that throws a 
knuckleball, a right handed 
curveball, a "screwball or a slider. 
T hit the knuckleball. That was 
fun. 

If you have never been to 
Cooperstown and plan on doing 


so, bring extra’ money with you 
because there are so many sou- 
venir shops that have so many 
items to buy.

We found a stretch we both felt

a while, I heard a loud yell of 
» excitement from my buddy. He had 
a fish on his line and was working 
» it toward the shallow water. He 
i worked the fish slowly for many 
} minutes. Just as he had the fish 
« where he wanted him, the trout 
« shook the hook and then swam to 
freedom. 

At this spot, he again hooked 
another and also lost that one. I 

¢ went without even a slight tug. We 
decided to eat lunch and, after we 

§ finished eating, try a new length of 
river. We stopped at the local fly 
shop and picked up the local 
favorite fly, an Olive Woolly 
Bugger. 

I went ‘with a #6 and my 

companion a #8. We fished a wide 
piece tucked behind an old brick 
school house a bit off the beaten 
path. I was casting up and across to 
the far bank, working my fly to 
float past the rocks and deep 
pockets. I like to cast and move 
with water to mask some of the 
noise. Each cast looked like it 
landed in a good trout hang out. 

I continued to cast and move. I 
let the current take my fly down 
and along its natural path. | would 
retrieve and cast again. As I was 
about to pull up and cast again, the 

“tip of my fly rod dipped toward 
the river. In that moment, I pulled 
up to set the hook. As I set the 
hook my reel started spinning like 
a washing machine in spin cycle. 
The trout was making a run down 
river and taking me with him. 

He was moving so fast I didn't 
want to take the chance of resetting 
the drag on the reel. Instéad, I used 
the palm of my left hand to try to 
apply some drag to this run away 


train. When I could, I would fight 
back for line by reeling a few feet 
at a time. He took me down river, 
up river, and across river until I 
finally got him tired out enough to 
work him to the shore line. 

After 15 minutes of fighting this 
champion, I was able to get him 
into the trout basket. This two 
pound, sixteen and one half inch 
brown trout, took me for the ride 
of my life. The wonderful 
enjoyment of catching a native 
trout in such a great place made 
the day one to remember. 

My friend couldn't repeat his 
good luck again. We both fished 
another spot that day but without 


our earlier excitement. We talked 
all the way home about our next 
trip to the Deerfield. It is a day 
like that day that makes angling a 
pastime worth pursuing. 

If you are planning a trip to the 
Deerfield, it is short two to three 
hour ride out on Route 2 to 
Mohawk Trail (still Rt. 2). There 
are lots of places to eat, although 
you can take a picnic lunch and 
enjoy the. sights. There are also 
plenty of hotels and camp grounds, 
Try the Smith & Morey Fly Shop 
on Rt. 2, for information on the 
good fishing spots as well as what 
the fish are biting on.

“Town Manager Peter 
Hechenbleikner has awarded 
Advanced Disposal a contract to 
collect the town’s 9,200 tons of 
rubbish at curbside for the’ next 
two and a half years,” notes the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“It will run the town just 
under $300,000 annually for the 
service. The current vendor, 
Waste Management, submitted a 
bid that was about $70,000 more 
per year. Waste Management 
will continue to provide recy- 
cling pick up, as its bid was 
about $30,000 less annually than 
Advanced Disposal. 

“The town will be using two 
vendors, one for regular rubbish 
and another for recyclable. 

“Ted McIntire, the Director of 
Public Works, pointed out that 
there are three elements in the 
town’s rubbish disposal opera- 
tion. Curbside collection of regu- 
lar rubbish, curbside collection 
of recyclables, and ultimate dis- 
posal of the materials picked up 
at the curb. The most expensive 
of the three elements is the ulti- 
mate disposal at a landfill or 
incinerator, with that cost now 
at $44.99 per ton. 

“Several years ago, the town 
disposed of its rubbish at the 


RESCO facility in Saugus. It 
was a ‘waste to energy’ facility, 
which is essentially an incinera- 
tion process with electricity or 
some other form of energy pro- 
duced as a by-product. The tip- 
ping fees, the cost per ton to dis- 
pose of the rubbish, was then 
only about $19 per ton. However, 
a series of legal changes allowed 
RESCO to charge participating 
communities the cost to upgrade 
and maintain the facility over 
and above the regular tipping 
charges. This drove the cost of 
rubbish disposal up to $50 per 
ton. 

“Recently the Public Works 


Director worked cooperatively ” 


with the Town of Wakefield, 
Stoneham, and Melrose, to nego- 


tiate a 15-year agreement with 
Ogden-Martin for disposal] at 
their ‘waste to energy’ facility. 
The total annual cost of this 
component is just over $400,000. 
“When added to the other two 
elements, rubbish collection and 
disposal will run over $800,000 
per year, or roughly $80 per ton. 
To help moderate these costs, 
the town has been 
the citizenry to recycle, as a 
reduction in disposal of 25% 
could save the town over $100,000 
a year.”

Regional 
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Bay State home sales up 9.5% 


Despite rising interest rates 
and a decline in the inventory of 
homes available for sale, 
Massachusetts’ residential real 
estate market ‘continued to 
improve during the first quarter 
of 1997, according to data 
released today by the Massa- 
chusetts Association of Realtors 
(MAR). Sales of detached sin- 
gle-family homes increased 9.5 
percent in the first three months 
of the year, rising from 6,879 
units sold in the first quarter 
one year ago to 7,532 in the 
same period this year, while 
condominium sales rose 20.1 
percent, from 1,341 units in the 
first quarter of 1996 to 1,610 in 
the same quarter in 1997. 


Warm temperatures this win- 
ter and modest gains in home 
prices during the past year are 
the two primary factors con- 
tributing to the strong first quar- 
ter sales activity, observed MAR 
president Richard C. Dils. “The 
mild weather in February and 
March allowed for the spring 
market to get off to an early 
start this year, and with mort- 
gage rates still very resonable, 
buyers have not been in short 
supply,” he said. “The trade-up 
market has been particularly 
active over the past few months 
as sellers have been able to take 
advantage of modest apprecia- 
tion in home value for the last 
three years, and the rather !im- 
ited supply of current property 
listings, to sell their existing 
home and move into a new or 
larger one,” Dils added. 


Regionally, during the first 
quarter, detached single-family 
home sales increased by more 
than double the statewide rate 
of growth on Cape Cod and the

The state wide 
average selling price from 
detached-single-family homes 
has risen 5.1 percent over the 
past 12 months, from an average 
price of $177,503 in the first.
